WASHINGTON, May. 12. — Senator 
Hitchcock, Administration ‘leader Jin. the 
Senate’ during the treaty fights, Feplied 
today in a speech to the arguments ad- 
vanced by Senator Knox’ recently in 
favor of his resolution to declare the 
war at an end, 

Mr. Hitehcock applied ridicule to the 
efforts of Republicans in Congress ‘to 
restore peace outside - of the customary 
constitutional means, provided for that 
purpose, and said that after six months 
ef zigzagging the Republicans were no 
hearer their goal than ever, 

“ ThiF is a waste of time,” said Sen- 
ator Hitchcock, ‘‘ for everybody knows 
that even if this résolution should pass 
the Senate and the conferees should 
agree on the differences between’ the 
House and Senate, it will be vetoed. 
Why waste your time on something that 

'.@an neVer become effective? ”’ 

In the course of the debate senator

clared that the Democratic Party would

record at the San Francisco Conven- 
tion in support of President’ Wilson's 
position that the treaty must be ratiffed

Hitchcock Declares Plan Must Fail. , 


“The mountain has labored and 
broucht forth’ a. mouse,” said Senator 
Hitchcock, in reviewing: Republican ef- 
forts to hit upon a suitable peace reso- 
lution.

FEAR IT WILL BE CHANGED 


It Now. Denounces Treaty Pre- 
sented by Wilson——Takes 
No Stand‘on League.

WASHINGTON, May 12. —The alarm 
of. the tréaty irreconcilables in the Sen- 
ate over a report that the Republican 
National Committee favored. a platform. 
plahk ‘indorsing the League covenant 


with the Lodge reservations seems 
to be without warrant. This alarm was 
expressed’ yesterday in a statement by 
Senator .Borah. who favors rejection of 
the Peace Treaty and all it contains. 

Just why Senator Borah and those 
whom, he represents—among them, pre- 
sumably,. Senator Johnson~should show 
such alarm is net clear, for Mr. Borah, 
like practically all. the Republican -Sen- 
‘ators intimately interested, knew. that’ 
the treaty plank of the Republican -plat-i 
orm had ylpeady. been deswn and con- 
tained little cause for worry by those 
classified as bitter-enders, ’ 

The treaty plank, with other important 
declarations of; the Republican platform, 
his been Grafted in the Senate. Will 
H. Hays, Chairman 6f the National 
Committee, was a@ party to tts prepara- 
tion and knew what it contained before 
he left Washington for. Chicago to attend 
the meeting of the National Committee. 

Press: dispatches»from Chicago .said 
that the committee favored indorsing 
the League covenant with..the Lodge 
reservations. How such-an impression 
could ‘have gotten abroad, in view of 
the fact that Chairman Hays had aided 
in the preparation. of. the treaty plank; 
is thought, a mystery. in well informed 
circles here. 

The treaty plank, which is guarded 
carefully by those who possess copies 
of ‘it, defends : the - course’ of “Republi- 
can Senators in opposing the covenant. 

It does not indorse the reserva- 
tions or take note of the efforts to 
amend it. Like most important plat- 
form planks in which there is dispute, 
it - represents a ~ compromise. It is 
understood that it does not say. that 
there should be, or should ‘nat be,: a 
League of Nations, but rests with con- 
demning the treaty and the covenant 
as presented to the Senate by President 

filson.

OLD TROUBLE NOT SETTLED 


Many Switchmen. Have Been Out 
Since First “ Outlaw ” Strike 
“ . Weeks Ago. :

PITTSBURGH, Pa., May '12.—A new 
railroad strike is in. prospect. It. be- 
came known tonight that 1,000 engiheers 
and firemen met in secret session ’at the 


| Labor Temple and unanimously decided 


to strike at 7:80 tomorrow morning. 
They represent 3,000. engineers and fire- 
men of the three railroads entering this 
city—the Pennsylvania, the Baltimore 
& Ohio and the Pittsburgh &. Lake 
Erie. 

Men attending the meeting say that 
they favor a walkout because they were 
promised when the ‘‘ outlaw ’’ strike be- 
gan, on April 11, that the Railroad La- 
bor Board would take some action on 
their wage demands within thirty days, 
That period has now elapsed. and as the 
Labor Board has not announced any de- 
cision they have decided to walk out. 

It appears that the men have been 
working in units on the calling of the 
meeting tonight, and even the officials 
of. the roads mentioned expressed ig- 
norance of what was going on. 

No one man would assume responsi- 
bility for the calling of the strike, and 
it was only by hard work that the news- 
paper. men were able to get any infor- 
mation out of the meeting at the Labor 
Temple. 

The news leaked out, however, that 
‘the strike had been called, and miessen- 
gets were immediately sent out to notity 
thé crews’ coming into the city with 
their traine that’ when. their. locomotives 
were turnéd over to the roundhouse men 
they ..were through until a settlement 
‘had been miade. 

The meeting. tonight is betne presided 
over by a man’ famed Wilson, but he 
refuses to say that he has any author- 
ity from the union, and it seems as if 
the meeting is entirely independent of 
the union. The meeting: was still in 
progress at midnight, local time. 

The effects of a general strike of en- 
gineers and firemen on the three. rail- 
toads entering this city will be dis- 
‘agtrous immediately, as conditions have 
been disturbed for sorhe time. 

The Pittsburgh & Lake Erie Railroad 
hés been partly tied up for some time 
Of account of the yardmen striking, but 
Was able to run trains, and passenger 
traffic has continued on: about 75 ‘per 
cent. of capacity. * 

But, if a new strike takes place, it is 
paid that the road will be out of com- 
mission throughout the entire cfrcuit; 
from Brownsville to. Youngstown, Ohio, 
and -this will further hamper the jron 
and steel interests by shutting off the 
shipping of coke and “coal from the 
Connellsville. region, stopping work at 
the blast furnaces. 

On the Baltimore & Ohio Raflroad 
there may be a-general tieup of ,freight 
trains and passenger trains between this 
city and Cumberland, Md., in the East, 
and this city and Cincinnati’4in the 
West. 

The Peshayivania will be hit hard, as 
‘ was just about beginning to get action 
on the moving of ioaded freight on sid- 
ings in the last week or two, and the 
strike of .engineérs and firemen . is 
likely to eliminate all chance to catch 
up with the tremendous amount of con- 
gested business in the yards of the dfs- 
trict.

RAIL GATEWAYS BLOCKED 


Some Progress Made on Relief, 
but Whole Country Clamors 
for Coal. and Grain Cars. 


WASHINGTON, May 12 . (Associated 
Press).—Congestion ‘of freight in the 
principal railroad terminals, probably 
the worst since the hard winter of 1917, 
is beginning to be felg in business and 
commerce all over country, © 

Appeals for relief pouring into Wash- 
ington to the Interstate Ccyamerce Com- 
mission, the Railroad Administration 
and to Congress picture the railroad 
gateways as choked with thousands. of 
loaded freight cars unable to move be- 
cause of shortage of men and motive 
power. 

Although the situation: had been show- 
ing local effects for the last two weeks, 
it is now being shown in its. nation-wide 
aspects, and the appeals for relief com- 
ing to: Washington: contain predictions 
that unless the jam is. broken ‘is will 
be reflected more than ever in decreased 
production, slowing down of ingustry 
and probably a tremendous labor upset. 

Legislation designed. to ald the “fatl- 
roads and shippers in the ¢ar_ shortage 
situation by extending the use of the 
$00,000,000 revolving fund provided, in 
the Transportation act frem fivé to hir- 
teen years, and also amending the law 
in other respects, was agreed upon today 
by the Senate Interstate Commerce 
Committee. 

Latest. reports compiled by the Com- 
mittee on Car Service, American Rail- 
road Association, whose principal duty 
is to see-that/ cars are supplied,’to: sec- 
tions’ in greategt need of them, and to 
keep them moving, show 235,000 ‘cars 
tied up or delayed: in, transit. Of: this 
humber 85,000 are-at Junctions, with no } 

to transfer.them. On April 16 the 
total number of cars tied up was 288,000. 
Much of this was attributed by railroad 
people to the recent strike. 

There is pressing need today for. 82,- 
411 cars to take care of the most urgent 
demands, railroad men declare; although 
they, say this shows & reduction of ap- 
proximately 10,000 over April reports, 

As an instance of the imperative. de- 
mand for coal, the Car Service Com- 
mittee was advised. today that, there was 
no coal in Saginaw for the gas.worka, 
and orders were immediately issued to 
get coal there in a hurry. Other cities 
gent similar appeals. a 

Oar’ Blockade at Gateways. : 


The most serious coniitions prevail at 
the gateways, blocked as seldom before 
with thousands of cars, mostly loaded 
with coal and foodstuffs. , 

After spending half of the day at the 
telephone, W. C. Kendall, head of ‘the 
Car Service -Committee, announced to- 
wight that while the situation '\,as bad, 
it was not nearly so acute as ten days 
ago. > \ 

“There ig ‘mote noise, more of 4 con-

wounded: The carabinieri numbered ‘130 
and the-arditi 200. 

The fighting began when Vadala, chief 
of the Fiume carabuinieri, at the head of 
his men attempted to march out of the 
city without the permission of d' Annun- 
zio, At the frontier the carabinieri met 
heavy outposts of arditi with machine- 
guns and barbed wire. A sentinel chal- 
lenged the party and informed Vadala 
that he would not be permitted to pass 
without d’Annunzio’s authority.

WASHINGTON, May. 12.—Comprehen- 


one Plans.for carrying out the section 
-@f:the League of Nations covenant aimed 
at secret treaties, and: providing for 
publication of ail treaties entered into 
by. members ‘after the covenant came 
into force, have been worked out by the 
Secretary General for presentation at 
the Rome meeting of the Council of the 
League. The place of publication would 
be in the League of Nations Journad, 
provision for a special treaty part of the 
Journal having been made for the pur- 


pose. 

The Journal fs published monthly and 
forwarded to all members, the first num- 
bers already having been distributed. 
They contain a-full account of the first 
meetings of the League Council, as well 
- @s authenticated copies of the covenant 
and all documents related to it. 


A special bureau of treaty registration. 


will be created under the Sécretary Gen- 
eral. By the terms of the covenant no 
treaty can kecome binding until it has 
been so registered, with certificates by 
the signatory powers that there are no 
Weservations or withheld sections, 

The first meeting of the Assembly of 
the League of Nations will probably 
_. be called by President Wilson this years 
Preparations for the meeting are to be 
‘taken up by the League Council-at its 
Rome meeting this month, and as it 


- has been estimated that at least four 


months should lapse between the issue 
ef the call’ and the actual gathering 
ef the assembly, that ,body probably 
will be convened some time riext Fall. 

“By the terms of the League covenant 
the first meeting of the Assembly is to 
be called by the President of the United 
States. The list of. nations entitled to 
formal representation in the assembly 
@S prepared by the League number 
thirty-five, and it is expected the Coun- 


cil at its Romé meeting will decide to 
motify these countries that the Assembly 
will be convoked during 1920, lanviey 
the date for later determination. 


ENGLISH GOLD FLOWING IN. 


Federal Reserve Board Reported 
‘Heavy Increase Since April 20. 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—Imports of 
gold from England continued to increase 
‘during the ten days ending April 30 and, 
according to figures of the Federal Re- 
serve Board made public tonight, 
, @mounted to nearly 90 per cent. of 
the “gold imports during that time. 
Ghipments of English gold to the 
United States were $4,663,000, ar in- 
crease of $1,655, 000° over the previous 
teh. days. 

*Bince Jan. 1 the flow of English gold 
to’ the United States has» aggregated 
| $57,723,000, only $2,500,000 less than all 
imports from Europe in the same period. 
_. Imports of gold fron: all countries for 
the ten days were $5,209,000. Of this 
@mount Europe sent . $4,667,000; South 
America $298,000, North American coun- 
tries $238,000, and Asia’ $3,328. 

Gold exports for the same time were 


reduced nearly 50 per cent. in compari- 
son with caygoton of shipments between 
April ie The total move- 
- ment .outward from his country from 
Apr ril 10 and spell 20. 
ilver imports for the ten days cov-

SEES CHEAPER PRODUCE 


Head‘of “ Flying Squadron” Holds 
Conference with Sellers of 
“Perishable Goods. 


A. W. Riley, Chief of the “Flying 
Squadron’’-- of . the Department of 
Justice, announced that he had a con- 
ference with representatives of fruit 
and produce -merchants in ‘this and 
other cities in the State with a view to 
arriving at an agreement whereby their 
products could be sold at more reason- 
able prices.. He said no final decision 
was reached. 

The committee which waited on Mr. 
Riley .was composed of" W. M. French, 
President of the International. Apple 
Shippers’ Association; C. H. Kimball, 
fruit and produce merchant; R. P. 
Loomis, an extensive dealer in apples 
in the Northwest; J. E. Reid, produce 
and commission merchant in this city, 
and. C. P. Wallace, President of the 
New York Fruit and Produce Trade 
Association. 

Leroy W. Ross, United States Attorney 
for the Eastern Federal District, an- 
nounced that’ he received word from 
Washington that the Department. of 
Justice had decided that the highest 
margin of profit to be tolerated by the 
Government would be ‘one cent a,pound 
on sugar sold at wholesale and two 
cents a pound retail. 

Many complaints had been received by 
him, he declared, that sugar was be- 


ing sold both at wholesale and retail | 


at a greater margin of profit, and he 
announced he had started an investiga- 
tion of the compleints and whenever 
they were verified prosecutions of sugar 
profiteers will -follow. He added that 
‘the Government avould act on such com- 
plaints under the sugar licenses, which 
are still in force. 

Mr. Ross said that it was the inten- 
_| ton of the Government to prohibit brok- 
ers from intervening between sugar re- 
finers and wholesalers and between 
wholesalers and retailers. 

Charles Grismer, President of the 
Master Butchers’ Association, with a 
delegation of the members of his associa- 
tion, called on Mr. Ross yesterday ‘and 
declar that the Government. distribu- 
tion of beef had had an encouraging 
effect. on wholesale meat dealers. He 
also asserted that Government interest 
in the matter had developed a tendency 
toward a reduction in the price-of meat, 

The refusal of many. persons .through- 
out the coun to pay the prevailing 
prices for clothes has resulted in the 
cancellation of many orders at textile 
mils, it was reported.
